was standing ot Fifth and Chiesuut sts. The friend of
@eary and Cuarson stepped into the Telegraph Onlee,
but the latter eouldn’t find enough money, They
both retired—the Geary man gotug on the steps in
front of the Mayor's office, and Carson procecding
up Fifth street. ‘Lhe latter, however, turnsd and
woent up to the mian and struek him, Kesoree
Keigler, No, 4, ran o the Jl-l-ulll“l::l party, arrested
him'nmi locked him up, sllowing Carson to go on hisg
way.

The Twentieth Ward.
This ward, Iike the Fifteenth, 18 a secure Repabli-

can stronghold, the two together having given a |
combined majority of over twenty-two hundred votes

for General Gimnt, in the Presidential election st
year. A tour this morniug through those distriots
convineed us that they were also alike ln “scratohing™
many of the unpnlatable names.  Governor Goary, In
some of the precinets, dld not come fully up ta the
average of the Ri-plﬂ-h-':m tleket, but ran behind
many of the candidates for county offices, Instances
are Knowun where mon, who gloried in the name of
radicals, and had voted the ticket strafght for years,
deliberately cut ont or erased the name of his ‘-t.\w]-
lency from their ballots, though we heard of bht one
cage of 1his determined opposition to his re-dlection
Inddneing & vote for his opponent,

The Legielative worthles Clond and Donn ran far
botter In thelr respective precinets of thils ward than
thelr eorrapt practices of last winter deserved; but
their names were oceasionally slashed into, In
some neighborhoods the Democracy was restive
under the new nominations for the county oflioes,
but our nquiries conld not develop the fact of any
extensive “scratching” on thelr part, Up 10 noon no
disturhance was throatened in this section of the
¢ity, and there Is no prospect of any breach of the
peace in this quarter,

The Centre of the Clty,

Up to the time of going Lo press, in the eentral por-
Hon of the city, embracing the Filth, Sixth, Eight,
Ninth, and Tenth wards, everything hus been very
quict, Save o few drunken men and betting char-
acters, none were around the polls disposed to
create even the slightest disturbance, the voting was
progressing with order amd regularity, and every-
thing indicuted that the entire day wounld pass In
prace,

It was evident that in at least a majority of places
the police oMcers were striotly obeying the Mayor's
instructions in regard to their bearing during the
clection, and were stationing themgelves near the
polls, to b sure, but still not S0 near a8 to nterfers
with the line of voters in any degree, It wos impos-
sible In those wards of the clty ascertain how the
candidates are runuiog, from the fact that the
tickets were o split that even the most shrewid and
knowing were perplexed and confoundel, X

At one ortwo of the voting places squnads of sis-
piclons-looking characters were lounging, and, if the
words of bystanders can be credited, they were divi-
stons of the crowd of Baltimore roughs 'rup:!rtei! to
Have come 1o the city in last might's trajus,

The Independent Reform Party,

At but few precinets in tuls elty are the placards
of the Independent Reforin party exhibited.
